Thb information relative lo the mis- 
understanding with the Indians at 
Oowiohan that has reached as, enoh 
as it is, is of a more aeriODS charactor 
than people at first sight would bo in-* 
dined to imagine. The Indiana be- 
lieve, whether with reason or not, that 
they have been wronged ; and until 
that feeling is removed by making the 
matter intelligible to them, or by 
making dao reparation, if the oiroamK 
•tances require it, the settlers in thut 
vicinity will be oonatantly exposed to 
danger. It would bo an uupardoimbi'o 
want of faith with the publio ia us 
to attempt any blinking ol tbo trnth, 
•when the property, perhaps 1^*10 lives, 
of our fellow colonists may bo in peril, 
hence the facts are perhvps the best 
interpreters of thomsolvcs. The Gov- 
ernment has thonght fit to sot apart 
certain lands for tbt> uso of the abori. 
gines, called Indi»n Eeservos ; these 
pieces of landhavo generally inoladcd 
the patches thot had been adder calti'- 
nation by the Indians before the influx 
of white aettlers, or at least wboro 
native villages had been planted long 
ago, thus tbey wero generally cleared 
' and very freqaently comprised the best 
pieces in the vioinity. It is true that 

- the oaltivation by the Si washes waa 
either, of a very rude character, or so 
.macb neglected as to give the ground 

' the appearance of waste land. Wo 

are all aware that the great majority 
of our settlors wore very ])oor, aud 
thai the clearing and fencing of wild 
land is always a task of tho most try- 
ing character, but where tho means oi 
subsistence until a crop, however 
■mall, can bo produced, aco not easily 
obtainable, the hardship is immeasur- 
ably increased. Can we, then, bo sur- 
prised that many of thoso poor follows 
looked with longing eyes at tho rich 
spots of ground included in the Indian 
reserves; or that some of the loss 
sorupalous should even take poseession 
of detached pieces in defianoo of law 
or the dissatisfaction oxprosscd by the 
rightful owners? It may bo very 
well to say that these men were gener- 
ally ^Wall informed as to the reserva^ 
tions; bat it' innst'' b9''teiQemborod 
that moD Qsaaily forming the pioneers 
in a new ooantry are oot endowed 
with that sentimental regard for the 
"poor Indian," in which certain memo 
hers of the Legislative Coanoil so 

- highly distingniebed themselves. I Nor 
can these denizeos of the forest disi. 
criminate between anprincipled white 
men and those of the same race, who 
are inclined to do them jastloe. Thus 
smarting under the infliction of some 
glaring oppression, their views of white 
justice become clouded, and they look 
upon the settlers, as a whole, as in- 
vaders and tho deadly onemios of their 
people. With such feelings, what 
have we to anticipate ? Simply th'^' re 
cnrrence of scenes that have been enacted 
On the neighboring continent over and 
over again, where the wily savages, lost 
to every feeling of humanity, revelled in 
the blood of whatever white people came 
within their reacbj delicate women or 
tender babes met with no pity at tbcir 
bands ; bamanity shrinks frotu the 
sickening details of the barbarities 
enacted on such occasions. Heavy 
was the retribution nsually visited on 

' the red skins for these acts of a peopio 
maddened by a sense of wrong; but 
supposing the Infliction of tbo panishment 
was meritodjund that vengeance was fully 
meted out to tham; how conld the 
double Blauglitor bo palliated by apy 
haman law 1 A proper recognition of the 
rights of tho children ot the soil is re- 
quired by tho commonest sense of justice; 
if tho red man is to disappear before the 
advance of tho Caucasian raco, let this 
take place in tho natural course. It is 
revolting to think that civilization mcan.s 
dcBtruclion to an entire people. Tlio 
British Government has always recoguis 

: -ied the propriety of acting' with the mUivo 
pOlsesBOrs of the soil in an equitable 

!* .I'liiaaner, and, being perfectly aware of 
the disposHion of tho white to arrogate 
to. himself more thon ho is entittled to 
in jostice, the local anthoritioa have been 

' farnished with the most precise instrncH 
' tloDB in regard to the treatment of native 
tribes. There are only two ways of 
governing uncivilized people: first, by 
the strong bond, looking .to Iminediate 
annihilation, setting all the laws of 
humanity at naught; and . second, by 
treating their removal as an ordination of 
providence, acting meanwhile, as'Beoomos 
people who prolond to civilization and 
Christianity— and rnafcing their gradual 
disappearance qb imporceptiblo as poBsiblo 
by the aptlve exorcise of those Christian 
doctrines so vainglorionsly dwelt upon by 
thofle who have come to supplant t'uo

have a duty to perform^^ and that is to 
step' in between the two si^tious of tho 
population of this Colony and see that 
justice is dooo and protection given to 
both parties; this is their great and 
inalienable duty and one which there can 
be no possible vJiconse for neglecting. 
The loss of a nawber. of valuable lives 
would be as criminally due to the Bov* 
ernmont as to the assassins' whose hands' 
were dyed with the blood of the victims. 
Justice foqiiiros that a careful investiga- 
tion o( tho circumstances be inatitnted, 
ftiia when all reasonable means of avert- 
i/ig the consequences of discontent have 
been tried, thon let the strong arm of tho 
law Ijo exercised on those who are dead 
to all otbor argumcuts. But let action 
bo immediate; the Indians liavo as yet 
done nothing to cause a breach of the 
poftco, but they are observed to be 
sullen, which is a very dangerous 
symptom.

The Popular Sentlfflent iu the luterior. 

Near Clinton, lOlh May, 1869. 
Editor Bairien Colonist :— I seed you 
the following extract from an English cor- 
re«poodeDoe (ptivato) as a sample of opinion 
(roru tho interior. 

A CLINTONITE. 
'•Tbo Colony is progressing very slowly, 
but it is progroasiuj^ and every ono baa lailli 
in iis resources when onco fairly developed. 
We are, however, pufloring from a greet 
ourso, viz; Irresponsible Government, wtiiub 
aola aa a damper on oar offorls and hopei". 
With no tear from exposure, tho heads of tbo 
departments administer publio aQairs just 
to suit their own views, oonvenieDce or inter- 
ests. While they throw dost iu the eyes of 
the Imperial Goveroroeot and amuse tbo 
people with their debates in the Legi^lalire 
Connoil, Ibey buy troablesome members 
sent by the people, or croah the popular 
minority with ni3 overwhelming official ma- 
jority — two-thirda of tho Council being 
Govornmont empliyoes. Thus most im- 
portant measures to the welfaro o( the Colony 
aro lost beoause, perobance, thoy militate 
agaiuat tho private intetejt4 of our perpetual 
ministry." 

Strange Sceue in a Ckurch. 



The Scotch Presbyterian Church at 
St. Helier's, Jersey, was the foeno of a 
strange occurrence on Thursday, irising 
from the followiup; circamstancos, Aliout 
twelve tnoullis ngo the management of tho 
church was traii.sferred from the Scotch 
to tho English Presbytery., Since that 
period no regular mlnlBter-har-b'eeu np- 
pointed, and the services have been con- 
dncted by "sopplies" sent by tbo English 
Presbytery. Some of the supplies were 
candidates for the oQice of pastor, and tho 
members of tho congregation were divided 
iu their choice of two of them. Neither 
party would yield to the wish of the other 
in this matter ot choice and at last 
another candidate, the Rev. J. J. Muir, 
succeeded in obtaining a "call" numer« 
ously signed by the members and congro" 
gation, and the call having been accepted 
by him. Thursday was the day appointed 
for his indncting. Tho minority resolved 
if possible, to |)rovcnt the ceremony from 
being performed, and with this intent 
fastened the giUes of tlio church with pad- 
locks. Buiiig bettor advised, however, 
they removed the locks and allowed the 
church to be opened. The congregation 
was very nuraorons, the church being filled. 
A sormou was preacliod by tho Kav. 
ivobort Taylor, of Comlernell, and 
tho ceremony oi induclio:i was thon 
porformed by the liev. Guoriro Carlisle, 
modorutorot tho London Presbytery. 
At the conclusion of the induction a 
strange soono was enaotod, such as tho 
walls of a church novcr boforo wit- 
nessed. Mr. Clark, ono of the trustees 
of iho church, and who is also ono 
of tbo minority who are opposed to 
tho appoituinont of Mr. Muir, left his 
8oat, and entering ono of the aislos and 
knool'.ng down, in tho hearing and 
Higbt ot tho congroiration, raised what 
is Iciiown in .forsoy judicature as tho 
Clavicur de ll.aro. This is a for.-n which 
dales as far back as tho time of Kollo, 
a Norman loader, who occupied a por 
tion of Normandy about 836. It is 
UHod on occasions of encroachment or 
invasion of property of any kind, and 
roquires instant cessation on tho part 
of the nggroBSor, under penalty of a 
heavy f:iio. Tho aggrieved party kneol~ 
in", crieH ''ut, as did Mr. Clark on this 
occasion, Ilaro, llaro, a mon aide, mon 
L'rince ! On ma' a fait tort I The effect 
upon the congregation may bo better 
imagined than described. Those who 
vvero unaware ot tho nature of tho 
daincnr were in a sLato of the greatest 
BurpririO and astouisbniont. Tbo pro 
coodingp, however, were not stayed, 
and Mr. Clark and his friends lei the 
church, with the intention, it was said, 
ot at onoo insiituting tho usual legal 
proceedings which follow tho raising 
ol i\xQ dameur.— English pafer. '

Tho paragraph id question states his 
defalcations aa approaching £50,000, 
but wo have reason to believe thoy 
amount to nearly doublo that sum. 
Various details are givoa of tho ex- 
travagant living of this man, whoao 
aalary as a clerk had lately been raised 
by the company to jEieO a year (!), 
but aa thoy fall far short of tho truth 
wo will givo a lew particulars obtained 
from private souroeH. A fow yoars 
ago lliggs was living in a vory small 
li'JUBO at Twickenham, but giving out 
tbui he bad come into a ibrtano he 
moved to Teddington, whore he rented 
and afterwards purchased one of tho 
inanBions by ibo rivor side, close lo 
tho Woir. The purcliaao, it is said, 
if* still iiicomplele, and it is a niuo (|Uf.s- 
liuii wbotbor the landlord will reijuver 
his houyo, with all the improvcmentH 
niiido at the company's cxponso, or 
whether ho will lose both house and 
luoruiy ill the confiscation of tbo do- 
liuilter'a [iroporty. Having taken his 
now rosidenco Higgs lurnishod it 
sumptuously, and has held high revel 
— a decorous manner — evor since, 
keeping horBOs, carriages and plenty of 
company. Amongst other improve- 
luents be laid ou*. a thousand pounda 
iomo say fifteen hundred — upon a 
magnificoni sot of cast-iron gales and 
railings, dividing bis garden from the 
road, snob as one might expect to sec 
at Chatsworth, bnt nowhere else. But 
this paltry grandeur tailed to sati.sfy 
Uie ainbiiious soul of Uiggs, whopur- 
ctiiiaed (oniilting paytnoiii, of course, _) 
several itoros a low yuids further do^vu 
the road, and rojiching to the river, or 
riiibur to that pleasant "baokwaier" 
above Teddington look, known to 
most boating men. On this grounj 
ho last year erected such a sot of 
stnhlcs, out houses, hot-houses, vineries, 
foroirig-pits and tho like, as fow mansions 
in England can boast of, spendingj it is 
said, on these et ceteras of the intended 
mnusion no less a sum than JEIG.OOO. 
The rod-brick stables, covering njarly an 
acre, liavo long been the marvel of the 
(luiet folks at Teddington, who wondered 
limv any man in his senses could desire 
to live in such stile in a suburban village. 
Having finished tho out^buildiogs and 
partly laid out tho gardens, the mansion 
itself was commenced, the contract price 
for which, it is stated in the neigbbourbood 
was £28,000. It baa now risen to the 
ground-floor level, and ia a most striking 
ot>Jeci from tlio ndjuiQiug »Qad, its im- 
mense size being clearly shown' by tho 
walls and diviaions of the basement. It 
was to have contained a suite of drawing- 
rooms ninety feet long, amongst other mo- 
dest apartments, and woa to have had iv 
perfectly palatial facade. There may be 
exaggerations in the money part of these 
detiiils, but not to any great extent, as 
tho buildings speak for themselves. Build" 
ers and others are of coarse "let in'' to a 
frightful extent, but it is likely enough 
thai lliggs intendod to defraud no one 
bosido.s the company. His liberality in 
the place was proverbial, and he at least 
applied the comj)anj's funds to aotno very 
good purposes. A sect styled the Free 
Church of England proposed to build a 
church near the atation and applied to the 
great raon for help, A donation of a 
thoiisaud pounds rewarded the applicants, 
who thereupon requested Iliggs to act as 
treasurer. In such influential hands the 
funds rapidly increased by another eight 
hundred, at which crisis unforlunatoly ilio 
treasuro decamped with hiaown thousand 
and iho other hundreds as well. So 
runs tlie tale at least, 

Alihuugh Teddington contains many 
•lersoim of wealth and standing, So rich 
a man as Mr. Higgs soon made h a 
mark, and ho was lately placed on the 
local board. It might bo ibonght thai 
his extraordinary expenditures would 
raise aaspioion, both amoagst his neigh- 
bors and at the company's officoK; but 
this does not appear to bo the oaie. Ho 
accounted for remaining at bis obaouro 
post by saying that bo had came in o 
a grout fortune, and oxpootod another 
from a relative, who mado it a oondi. 
tion of bis favor that ILioks sbonld 
follow some occupation. As a lowly 
trndo would bo ennobled by such a 
professor, and not the professor degra- 
ded by his trade, this butnblo-mindod 
tonairo was cotitout to remain a 
gas company's clerk, and even to ac- 
cept a riso in salary. The inrniturc 
of tbo bouse he bas hitherto lived in, 
"ponding the erection ot more suit- 
able promisoB," was sold this week by 
aaotion, and drew crowds of visitors 
from all parts. Its magnirioonco was 
extraordinary; and it was obsorvod 
that a 300 guinea pianoforte was not 
thought good enough for uao until it 
bad boon further onibollishod by many 
pounds' worlli ot ornamoatation, 

TlioJ natural feeling of compassion 
for tbo unhappy man's family it accom- 
panied by some pity for the man him- 
sell, who must Buroly be regarded in 
>iunio measure as a madman. Hia i 
frauds may havo boon systeraatio, but 
certiiuly not his expenditure. Instead 
ol ruiliziiig tho stolon property, he lays 
i'' oiu ill such a manner aa to show that 
ho lucked forward to embezzling many 
thousindB a year all tho rest of his 
lilo in order to keep tho place. Its 



though the plea will aearoaly avail him 

if captured, his acts were not like those 
of a eano man. 

We should imagine tho company's 
shareholders have now a little aoconnt 
to settle with the oflSoiaU and auditors 
who permitted such extraordinary dos 
inga to go on. — London paper. 

Spurgeoui 

Rev. Matthew Hale Smith, of New York, 
•sin England. He wrote home the lollow- 
ing description of Spurgeon: 

On Sunday moroiDg I heard Spurgeon 
preach. Tho audisDOa was large, but by no 
means as crowded as wheo I heard him two 
years ago. Then, at a quarter before tho 
oommanoemeot of service, the yard, etepi 
and stroot in front were crowded ; and five 
miontos before ibe commencomcDt of the 
service the doors were thrown open, people 
cumo in witti a rush, filling every seat in an 
instant, crowdiog nil tho aislea, and occupying 
every available space. It was not su yes- 
terdayi A half an hour before service com- 
maooed the gates were thrown open, the rear 
cbaroh doors were opened, no guards were 
at tho door, no tickets were demanded. I 
Walked into ihe house and looked around 
without being di>turbcd by anyone. Filteen 
ininuirs before HerTico eoiiimoyccd thern 
were lu t lilly people in ti n lionae. When 
Mr. tipurgoon opened the wnrsSip tho house 
was probably three-((uartei8 full. It kept 
filling op durini{ tho introdootory services, 
1 here aro no carpets on the floor of the chapel, 
and the incoa-ant tramp, trump, tramp of 
thp pcnplo mado it ahnost impossilla to bsar 
what ilie sp.'dkor said, especially as a uni- 
versal ct'ld soemed to porvado tbo congrega- 
tion, and each persoo present seemed lo take 
part in tbe ooughiog or sneezing that wan 
going on. At no time wore tbe seats all 
Bllcd. A few persons oiily fiat io the aislsn. 
Two years have wrought some chanses iu 
Mr. Spnrgaon. Ha has had much sickoess, 
and bii rheuaialio gout has made great in- 
roads on his ptiysical energy, Ho bus grown 
very stnuc. He ia loss careful in bia dre^a 
■aod personal oppearanoe than formerly. 'He 
gave total abstinence a limited trial. Find- 
ing it not to neree with him, as be supposed, 
when the periid wua up tnat he alloied to 
the trial, ho wont back to the Knulirh cus- 
tonia. His voice is mellow, sooorous and 
bewirchiog as ever. U a sarraon on the 
eflorta people make tu rcudar Ihoraselve? 
wretched, waa in bis beU vein, sparkling, 
eioqaeot, imprenalve. Ha aaeined like a 
man \(huso spirit aud rssoluiion outrau his 
stroogib. All Ilia services were vory long. 
His introductory prayer roacbod iifteen mic- 
ntos. Three hymns were Banp, and all be- 
fore tbe sermon. Ho reads tbo entire hymn, 
and then reads it a^aio verse by verse, while 
tho oongregotloo ring. His exposition of 
tbo chapter was longer than an Amerloao 
sermon. The allotted time of the sermon 
is one hour, thoagh be often exueeds thi^. 
The singing was especially grand. No in- 
(trumt nt of music of any kind ia a lowed. 
The leader stands on tbe platform from 
which Mr Spurgeon preaobes. Tbe coo- 
eregation rise at all iha sioging*, and begin 
with the first note of tbe ohoiister, and sing 
lull, cheery, prompt and in unison. I don't 
believe there is such ainjji'.ig elsewhere in 
the world. Tbe pulpit has a mi?ccllaoeou8 
look. Oq the platform from which the pul 
pit springs stands a huge table, suitablo for 
. .< ureuouie, und around it sit a company o( 
men, womeo and ohildreo, in the very eyen 
of iha oonsragalioD, and sadly disBgare the 
whole. From an Americao staodpiiut, ihere 
is no eleganoe in London chnrobes. Tbey 
wear a somDre look, as if unclean. Little 
scraps of cushions are in the pows, made up 
of different colors and ages. The wa Is are 
pi icarded like a depot. Tho vestibule and 
flurroundinss resemble on exchange or marl 
in which ull sorts of wares are sot forth on 
show billa.' The most faahionabla ohurcbea
